"Stalling is all right if properly 
used to protect a well 
earned 
lead toward the close

But stalling 
the

half, stalling to hold the score 
down, stalling to throw oppon­ 
ents off their game is not 
for 
the good of 
the 
sport. 
Over 
delayed and actionless basket­ 
ball games will cause a loss of 
enthusiasm and a loss of inter* 
est for the game.”
